Strife Is Acute 


For years two; factions within tlv 


American Federation of Labor hav 
been at odds. Recently the quarrel ha 
become acute. One faction wants a' 
workers in each big industry organ 
ix.cd into one big union. The other 
wants individual unions based on oc- 
cupation. 


Those who want to organize by in- 


dustry alone include George L. Berry, 
head of the printing pressmen; John 
L. Lewis, president of the United Mine 
Workers; and Sidney Hillman, pres- 
ident of the clothing workers. A prin- 
cipal in the other group is Daniel J. 
Tobin, head of the teamsters. 


Berry was 'chairman of the Demo- 


cratic national committee's labor di- 
vislion in 1928. Tobin held the same 
position in 1932. For some months now 
it has npcpnrcd that Tobin, and not 
Berry, would have the job in 193G. 


In this situation Hillman came to 


Berry with a problem. Hillman is. a 
member of the Socialist party, nnd so 
are many members of his union. How 
could these socialists be lined up for 
Roosevelt without the necessity of join 
ing the Democratic party?.

Roosevelt asked for such taxes, at low- 
er than previous rales, but a subcom- 
mittee of the House Ways arid Means 
Committee threw them overboard.

for tradesmen, sportman who want to 
know what kind of weather to expect 
the following day at some resort, and 
hotel keepers, who thus are informed 
whether to expect large or small 
crowds.

o£ the postal department is about 14 
cents. 
The subscriber simply dials 


"K-4," makes his wants known, and 
is shortly called back with the re- 
quired prediction.
